WINTER CARE OF SHEEP. 


Sheep should be healthy and in good 
condition before winter begins, that when 
cold weather comes the growth of the 
flecce may be constant and rapid. The 
gteatest care is demanded to fatten a poor 
sheep in the winter, and it is impossible 
to clip as much and as good cuality of 
wool from it as might have been done had 
it been in good condition before winter 
began 

Phe drat thing to be done is to divide 
your sheep inio flocks uccer@ing ‘i age or 
purpose. In most cases a Tivision into 
four flocks will be sutticient, viz.: lSmbs. 
yearlings, breeding ewes and those desired 
to be futted for late spring market. 
rams should be separated from the others 
at all times, when not in use 

The locating and arranging of a sheep 
house are imuportant factors to be taken 
into consideration. Locate on dry ground 
amd underdrain the fluor well with tie or 
eobbie -tone to provide against? surface 
water Guring freezing and = thawing 


periods. ‘She sheep ters should be suypiied | 


with a stream of ijiving water. Ice water 
is injarions to sheep. I will give rou a 
brief plan for a cood and convenient sheep 
house that will accomodate 200 head of 
theep. This plan is forfour thcks of 
sheep, no difference how much ther vary 
in nomber, and it can be made to accom- 
moadate mere eheep by adding to length 
only, Which docs pot disarrange plan .cf 
division. Slre of building, 2sx40 feet, two 
Story with room above for hay Plant 
three paraliel rows of stone pillars six in 
& TOW, projecting above levei of floor one 
foot: the second row 14 feet from the 
first,and the third i4 feet from the second 
The length of building should extend east 
and west. Place IS posts on the stone pil- 
lars 6 feet high, for upper sills to rest 
upon. This does away with iower sills 
which are a nuisance. The upper story 
may be built to suit the builder; better 
make it large enough. 

In the center make a portable rack ‘xs 
feet, 3'. feet high. From this rack to 
center of each end and side make portable 
racks: this will divice the floor into four 
equal divisions which may be changed by 
shifting the racks. The hay can be thrown 
from above into the square rack. from 
there into the division racks. Make two 
doors at cach end, wide enongh to drive a 
wagon through: then you will have two 
driveways from end to end to remove 
manure. ach door-answers for a@ flock 
of sheep to pass in and out.
